Historical Sketch 


Testerina Primitive Baptist Church was first organized 
in a brush hobble about one — half mile east of its present 
location just a few years after the emancipation of the - 
Slaves. In 1871 a small group of Christains chose the late 
Elder Moses Vaughn as their Pastor and Organizer of Teste¬ 
rina Primitive Baptist Church. Little is known of him other 
than the fact that he was an Ex-Slave and a native of Leon 
County. He served from 1871 until his death in 1890. Out 
of his generation came many fine people. The oldest member 
now living in the Vaughn family is a grandson; Deacon Johnny 
Vaughn. The following Deacons were selected and ordained - 
under Elder Moses Vaughn: Deacons Burden Clack, Henry Wilken, 
and Alford Austin. Along with this Elder and Deacons a few 
uncoverted persons served faithfully as Trustees, the late 
Mr. Caleb Hawkins, Mr. John Davis, and Mr. Malachi Barnes, Sr. 
All of these people were later converted and became members 
of the church. In 1884, the members came unto possession of 
this present spot of land, and built a wooden building. 

the death of Elder Vaughn, the church later elected 
the late Elder Henry Johnson of Leon County, in 1890. He — 
baptized and received more members in the church than any - 
minister of his time. During his pastorate, the church was 
enlarged and several additions were made. Rev. Johnson ser¬ 
ved until his death in 1932. 

From 1933-1948, the Elder Clifford T. Hillyard of Wakulla 
County served as Pastor. In 1942, the building was completely 
destroyed by fire, and a new building was constructed in 1943. 
Under his Pastorate the first usher board was organized. 

During the period 1949-1957, Rev. G. W. Hill served as Pas¬ 
tor at which time the first choir was organized. From this - 
group, two choirs were formed - a Junior and Senior. Many - 
additions were made to the building including the choir stand 
and a choir room. Under this same Pastorate, the church ob¬ 
tained a clear title of deeds, and a corner-stone was laid. 

Rev. Culbert W. Williams of Wakulla County succeeded Rev. 
Hill, serving from 1957-1963. Under his Pastorate our pre¬ 
sent building, a cafeteria was constructed, and a corner - 
stone was laid. 

In may of 1961, Rev. G. W. Hill was again elected and now 
serves as our pastor. 


HISTORY CONT'D. 


Progress has continued tremendously in spirit, mem¬ 
bership, auxiliaries, and facilities. A male choir and 
additional mixed choirs have been organized; modernized 
restrooms have been constructed, the Pastor’s study and 
expanded choir rooms, remodeled cafeteria, new furniture 
and installation of new pews and carpeting. 

Many accomplishments have been made and we look for¬ 
ward to the expansion of the building structure, a cen¬ 
tral air conditioning system, along with many other long- 
range goals. 

We must see to it that this growth continues for those 
who succeed us. Of course, our greatest reward is to re¬ 
ceive the glory of eternal life with our Father in Heaven.
